Throe such carH havo boon In op- 
eration between Chicago, Avalon, 
"VVls., and Spring Grove, 111. Avalon 
. is 89 mtloB distant and Spring Orove 
1b 66. It( la said that tho tank has 
already proved itself practicable for 
dlstanceB of several hundred miles, 
and exporlmcnts are now being con- 
ducted in an effort to ship fluid milk 
from one side of tho continent to tho 
other. Tho Wioland Dairy company 
recently placed throe cars In opera- 
tlon. 

The nmnuracturora ndvortlao the 
car as a groat boon to tho fluid milk 
buainoss, bocauso of Increasing tho 
distance at which dealers can go out 
and obtain fluid milk for their mar- 
ket. This tank system places the 
entire milk supply of nortliem Wis- 
consin, Iowa or southern Illinois and 
Indiana at tho vory doors oC the 
dealer. 

Tank Cars Threaten Market 
It the producers in tho Immediate 
Chicago territory, thoroforo, are to 
roceUo prices bettor than butter-fat 
prices, they must take Immediate 
steps. Tho only remedy, It Is pointed 
out, is to obtain contracU .with tho 
city dealers to protect tho producers 
in tho true dairy district One ot the 
weaknesses oC each milk pool in the 
past around Chicago, was in tho fact 
that high prices meant a glutted mar- 
ket with milk from outsldo the usual 
zone. The only way to stop a glutted 
market Is an iron bound contract be- 
tween the producer and dealer, under 
the coraroittoe of-nino plan, whereby 
tho dealer Is supplied only with 
enough milk (or hla nooda. 

"UnlGBB tho milk producers In the' 

Chicago territory organize at once, 

tho tank car will develop greater 

competition In various communities 

several hundred mllea distant from 

Chicago.
